Didsbury homeowners could face an increase in their 
municipal tax bill this year, as council tries to keep the bal¬ 
ance between budget and service. 

Council had originally called for no more than a two per 
cent tax increase this year, but with a need to pad reserves, 
agreed yesterday during budget debates to a 3.5 per cent 
hike - an increase of $100 a year for the average taxpayer. 

“The justification is there for it,” said Mayor Brian Wittal, 
who initially suggested a four per cent increase. 

The town is trying to increase police presence, while main¬ 
taining snow removal service and pool hours - and it can’t do 
that without cutbacks or tax increases, he said. 

Non-residential taxpayers could see the same increase of 
3.5 per cent - or $84.74 a year - while vacant non-residential 
lots owners were recommended a 20 per cent increase or an 
additional $426 to their bill. 

This year’s water and sewage rates are also expected to 
change. Council agreed with recommendations to increase 
water consumption rates by over 10 per cent per cubic metre 
and sewer by five per cent per cubic metre, beginning June 
1. Bills could sport anywhere from an extra $2.44 to $5.50 
charge depending on consumption. 

An official decision could be made tonight or mid-March to 
give residents the mandatory t hree-month notice. 

“Water Ls expensive and maybe if people know the cost is 
coining they take the time to spend (the extra money) on a 
dual (lush toilet ... they can look to offset cost in advance,” 
Wittal said. 

The hottest debate during the daylong budget meeting 
wasn’t taxes - or utility rates - but the services to cutback to 
save on day-to-day expeases. 

Council considered cutting pool hours or shutting down 
the facility all together and basing residents to the Olds 
recreation centre - closure could save the town $430,000. 

“I can’t count the number of people who have come to me 
and said how important the pool is. We’d be shot at dawn if 
we made that decision (to close it),” said Coun. Gail Nowlan. 
Coua Jason Brander agreed. 

“If you want backlash from the public, close that pool and 
you’ll get one,” he said.

Councillors cut porta-potties 

A tight budget has councillors looking to shrink day- 
to-day costs - starting with porta-potties at this year’s 
Show and Shine event. 

For the last four years, the town has hauled in portable 
washrooms for the annual affair, but with an anticipa¬ 
tion of m^jor cuts councillors wondered if the money 
could be better used elsewhere. 

“I feel like our sponsorship is putting up those barri¬ 
cades and taking them down. I don’t feel like there’s a 
need for as to pay for washrooms too,” said Coun. Ernie 
Ryckman during a council meeting, Feb. 2. 

“You don’t see the mayor of Calgary paying for 
portable washrooms for the Grey Cup or the mayor of 
Whistler Village paying for them during the Olympics.” 

It cost the town $450 to bring in four washrooms for 
the 2005) Show and Shine. 

Council had a split vote about funding the washrooms, 
with Briim Wittal, Ernie Ryckman and Gail Nowlan vot¬ 
ing against it. Coun. Bob Davidson wasn’t at the meeting. 

Grant Svendsen, president of the Show and Shine 
organizing committee, said he wasn’t surprised council 
cut its contribution this year. 

“I have been listening to all the hype about the budget 
and knew there’d be cutbacks somewhere ... we are 
going to miss those porta potties,” he said. 

Wittal talks renewable energy 

Mayor Brian Wittal hoped to drive municipalities 
towards renewable energy during his speech to commu¬ 
nity leaders, last Friday. 

“We at council think it’s important for communities to 
get away from fossil fuels and look at water, wind and 
sun sources instead,” he said. 

“And in order for this transition to happen, really hap¬ 
pen, there needs to be some policy at a higher govern¬ 
ment level.” 

Alberta Acts on Climate Change, an initiative geared 
toward generating environmental citizenship, organized 
the videoconference. 

Friday’s discussion is a prelude to a daylong confer¬ 
ence on climate change, March 12. 

“There are a lot of people out there who want to take 
action but they don’t know how to do it... through this, 
communities can get ideas from each other,” said Greg 
Powell, project coordinator with Alberta Acts on 
Climate Change. 

Wittal, who himself used the conference to learn from 
other municipalities, epjoyed hearing about new tech¬ 
nology used in other parts of the province. 

“Peace River has this real eco-friendly recycling centre 
that incorporates solar, wind turbine ... everything. It 
was really neat to hear about.” 


Young scientists sweep up awards

Over 100 students 
brought their pet projects 
to Westglen Middle School, 
Saturday, with hopes 
they’d win acclaim - or an 
imitation to the Red Deer 
regional, March 2f> and 27. 

“The projects were fan¬ 
tastic and the kids were 
really enthusiastic about 
them ... definitely some 
winners there," said 
Rhonda Roedler, judge. 

“It was great to see and 
we had more students tak¬ 
ing part than there’ve been 
in awhile.” 

Cremona, Carstairs and 
Olds students from the ele¬ 
mentary to the high school 
level dominated the gym, 
while Sundre and Didsbury 


Christyne Svendsen, a 
Grade 2 student from Ross 
Ford, proudly displayed 
her project on taste percep¬ 
tion as she invited judges 
to taste a sliver of three 
coloured pies. 

“People taste each pie, 
then have to guess which is 
pumpkin,” she said of the 
green, red and brown dish¬ 
es. 

“It’s fun to see what peo¬ 
ple pick ... they usually 
choose the brown one, but 
you know, all the pies are 
pumpkin." 

Svendsen w'on the Grade 
2 Rookie Award for her 
effort, while schoolmate 
Wesley Wilks, Grade 3, 
took gold medal and sec¬ 
ond runner-up for best of 
the fair for his project on 
Hot Wheels cars. 

“It was pretty special to 
get a prize, ‘cause I thought 
they forgot about me. 1 did¬ 
n't get a participation 
award like the other kids,” 


His project put a Hot 
Wheels claim, that the toys 
could soar a length of 10 
feet, to the test and found 
not all could go the dis¬ 
tance. How high or how far 
they flew seemed to 
depend on how heavy the 
miniature cars were, he 
said. 

Launching them off a 
plastic ramp for test runs 
was nothing but fun, Wilks 
admits. 

As for why he won, he 
believes it’s because every¬ 
one finds toy cars irre¬ 
sistible. 

“This one judge said their 
kids love to play with Hot 
Wheels and was all like 
“whoa!

on hold since 2000, when it 
first received funding front 
the province. 

At the start, the project 
was stalled as operational 
responsibility shuffled 
between health regions. 

In 2007, health officials vis¬ 
ited the town with plans for 
the location, layout ;uid size 
of the facility and an 
approved $20.5 million budg¬ 
et. Const ruction was to 
begin in early 2008, but was 
soon postponed as former 
health minister Ron Liepert 
called for a review of all “in 
flight" capital projects, by 
the treasury board. 

"We figured they’d get 
back to it a year later, but 
then the regions went 
through this big reorganiza¬ 
tion and everything was put 
on indefinite hold until they 
got done with that," Wittal 
said. 

Two weeks ago, Wittal was 
told by Lori Anderson, 
Alberta Health Service’s vice¬ 


president of community and 
rural health, that the fnx'- 
staiuling long-term can* unit 
is back on the priority list. 

Though Anderson couldn’t 
say how much money would 
Ire available for the build or 
when construction would 
start. 

That information will 
come when the government 
finalizes the capital plan, 
March 31, she told the 
mayor. 

Despite the assurance of 
AHS that this community 
will get long-term care 
Ireds-Health Minister Gene 
Zwozdesky isn’t making 
such commitments. 

“Tire long and short of it Is, 
I am aware of the Issue (in 
Didsbury),” lie said. 

“I wish 1 could confirm it’s 
on the list but the fact is 
nothing is ironed out yet ... 
we are just now finalizing 
our capital plan." 

The $2.5 billion allocated 
to the three year capital plan 


will likely help revive proj¬ 
ects deferred during the 
recession, Zwozdesky 
added. 

MIA Richard Marz has 
Ish'ii closely following talks 
of renewing health-care 
commitments in the 
province, but hasn’t hoard 
any sjH'ak of Didsbury as on 
the priority list - though he’s 
lobbying to make sure it 
doesn’t stay that way. 

“My level of frustration is 
high. Tills was a project I 
inherited when 1 got elected 
... it’s been going on so long," 
he said. 

He said 10 years after the 
60-bed facility was proposed 
the aging population has 
grown. Government needs 
to take that into account 
when it considers adding 
Didsbury to the capital plan. 

“ We don’t want it to be a 
game breaker, but we net'll 
to address current [xtpula- 
tion needs, if not future 
ones."

No easy 

solutions to 
youth crime

The Harper government is proposing changes 
to the way the courts deal with youth crime in 
Canada, setting the stage for a renewed battle 
between those who want to shield young offend¬ 
ers and those who want them treated more 
harshly. 

While the fight over just how far one way or 
the other the law dealing with young criminals 
should go is nothing new, the Tories apparently 
want to see the decades-long debate renewed in 
2010 . 

For his part, West Central Alberta 
Conservative MP Blake Richards says he would 
like to see the courts required to consider treat¬ 
ing some youth offenders more like adult 
offenders. 

“In Canada, for far too long, there has been a 
severe disconnect in our justice system between 
crime and consequences when the most serious 
and irrevocable of crimes such as murder are 
dealt with more leniently when it comes to 
young offenders,” said Richards. 

“We need to require the courts to consider 
adult sentences for those convicted of these 
most serious crimes, when the circumstances 
require it. Under our proposal, provinces and 
territories will still have the discretion to set the 
age at which this requirement would apply.” 

While it remains a matter of opinion whether 
young offenders in Canada really are being 
treated too leniently, any new system that would 
“require the courts to consider adult sentences” 
for some young offender raises a number of 
questions. 

First, is it really a good idea to put such wide- 
ranging powers squarely in t he hands of unelect¬ 
ed judges? Wouldn’t that lead, in short order, to 
a system where some offenders are treated 
more harshly than others, for exactly the same 
crimes, depending solely on the whim of the par¬ 
ticular judge? 

Second, if each province or territory - or more 
accurately the MLAs of those jurisdictions - 
continues to “have the discretion" whether a 14- 
year-old goes to jail for 25 years or not, won’t 
further inequities be created? Doesn’t that just 
create a patchwork of different rules depending 
solely on where the young person lives in 
Canada? 

If the Harper government wants to treat young 
offenders as adults, it should simply introduce 
legislation doing away with young offender laws 
completely. Then voters can decide at the polls 
whether to support such a government and its 
youth crime policies. 

Making piecemeal changes and handing off 
responsibility to unelected judges and to MLAs 
will never lead to workable, long-term solutions. 
But then again, maybe talking tough about youth 
crime is what this whole exercise is all about?

BY-LAW CORNER -72 HOUR PARKING 

In recent weeks I have noticed that many cars, trucks, motor homes and even 
motorcycles have been parked on residential streets and many have not 
moved all winter. These vehicles are in violation of the Traffic Safety Act which 
says that a vehicle cannot be parked on the street for longer than 72 hours 
without moving. The on street parking is provided for the convenience of 
people for the vehicles that are driven daily. On street parking is not for the 
storage of vehicles or for overflow of vehicles that are not used often. These 
vehicles should be parked in the driveways, garages and RV pads of your 
property or arrangements should be made to store them at a storage yard 
There are several storage yards and indoor storage garages within the town 
available to the people that need the space. Over the next couple of weeks I 
will be identifying vehicles that are in violation and marking them for removal 
This is a towable offence and can result in some costly tow and impound fees

Colts pushed out of playoffs

The Mountainview Colts 
said they thought they 
played their finest game 
yet during divisional semi¬ 
finals, but their best was¬ 
n’t enough to upstage the 
Airdrie Thunder. 

The top team in the cen¬ 
tral division and the Colts’ 
biggest rival snapped a 2-2 
series tie Sunday with a 
seven-point lead. 

The loss was devastat¬ 
ing, said goalie Jason 
Amason. 

“For some of us, this 
was our last year ... and 
we definitely didn’t think 
this was the way we’d go 
out,” he said. 

“The hockey gods 
weren’t with us tonight.” 

Forward Josh 

Robertson, Airdrie’s top 
scorer, netted the first 
goal in Sunday’s barnburn¬ 
er. Just minutes later, 
teammate, forward lan 
McNulty, broke through 
the Colts’ defence to 
knock in a second goal, 
for a 2-0 lead. 

“We gave two points up 
bang-bang, right away, and 
we were getting nothing 
but bounces ... but we 
didn’t give up. We kept at 
them," said right-wing 
Kody Wickham. 

The team was rewarded 
late in the first period, as 
Jason Edwards stole the 
puck to knock it behind 
goalie Evan Miller, for a 2- 
1 score - though it was the 
last goal they were able to 
net. 

Airdrie, which wasn’t 
about to let the division's 
underdogs steal their 
thunder - again - scored 
three goals in the last half 
of the second period and 
another two goals for a 7-1 
lead in the third. 

“We did everything right 
out there. We played our 
signature game - simple 
and physical, we had our 
legs under us and we bat¬ 
tled hard ... it was one of 
the best-played games so 
far,” said Cory Shields, 
assistant coach. 

“It just didn’t translate 
into points on the board.” 

Despite an end to the 
playoff series, the Colts 
are proud they provided 
Airdrie - and the league in 


general - with a strong 
adversary. 

The Colts had a rough 
start to the HJHL season 
with seven straight losses 
last November but by 
early February 2010 the 
Colts picked up their 
game to notch two win 
streaks and gain an 11-19- 
4 record. 

The team moved to 
fourth in division rank¬ 
ings, above the Banff 
Academy Bears, though 
rivals were the first to 
admit the Colts were 
much better competition 
in the rink than on paper.
